Passion for east side 

l-t esidents showed the passion they have for 
-L Vthe east side of the city on Saturday during a 
Neighbourhood Gathering. 

The day-long event, funded by Niagara Prosperity 
Initiative, saw 50 residents, service groups and 
politicians turn out to talk about the area’s future. 

It was a chance for people to express what ideas 
they had and what opportunities they saw for the area. 

Some of what came up that day included: making 
Nickel Beach more accessible, taking care of 
substandard housing, fixing roads and sidewalks, 
having a medical clinic and more doctors' offices, 
increasing mental health services, getting rid of drug 
dealers, more jobs for youth and treating both sides of 
the city equally. 

While some of the ideas have relatively easy and 
quick solutions, others might take time and more 
planning. All of the ideas, no matter big or small, are 
what people on the east side would like to see happen 
in their community. 

And all should be given serious consideration by 
politicians and others. 

It was good politicians, especially the recently- 
elected, from all areas of the city came out and heard 
what people had to say. 

It will give them a good feel for what direction they 
need to head in for the east side in the future. 

One thing that came out of the event was the fact 
that residents wanted the name of the area to change. 
They wanted something like East Village and wanted 
the Lidsville name on the train bridge covered up and 
for that name not to be used to describe a certain area 
of the east side. 

Lidsville, a name that has an unclear origin, is used 
in a derogatory way to describe everything south of 
the train tracks, between the canal and Vale. It’s a 
name residents do not like at ail and is a name that 
should be dropped. 

Calling the area East Village, or Upper Beaches as 
suggested by Mayor Vance Badawey, is fine, but the 
area will still be the east side of Port Colbome. The 
fact the city is separated by the canal makes east side a 
geographic reference, not a derogatory one. 

But whatever name is used in the end, we hope 
ideas residents came up with are given serious 
consideration and are acted upon.
